The liquor cases are again attracting the
nitention of the publie, as they have ngain
been brought up in district sourt, It will be
romombored that a short time ago & new
fouture of saloon prosecution developed, and
Judge Bolton blossomed out as a full fladged
prolubition attornoy. Ha applied for injunc-
tions inaiscriminately, and promised to shat
up more saloons in Afteon minutes than At-
tornay Sims, of the Law and Order league,
had closed in threa years, He associated
himself in partnorship in  this business with
David Gray and a few disgruntied ex-saloon-
keepers, who had found a $500 fine for con-
tempt a strong incentive to gquit budge sell-
ing, und they decided to enfores the prohibi-
tory law insomuch as it applied to Council
Biluffs, For some reason thelr molives were
mistrusted, and they were not recoived by
the prohivitionists with wide sproad arms;
!ftll” they vowea they would immake thomselves

elt.

An unnaturalized forelgner named Jobn
Landstrom, in Gray's employ, was the party
who was induesd w become the plaintiff, and
they started out swimmingly. They soon
struck asnag, however, as the sleriff re-
fused to serve the original notices, and the
clerk would not file them unless tho fees
weora paid in advance, Under such clretim-
stances progress was nacessarily slow, bat
Bolton continued to meander up and down,
muttering something about the mills of the
gods grinding to the tune of n funeral march,
but intimnting at the same time thas they al-
wayvs eventunlly “*got there” on adouble un-
derploning. So matters progressed, until the
cases were flanlly called in court, It then
trunspired that both Sims and Bolton had
applied for temporary injunctions asgamst
the same parties, each wanted his case heard
flrat, and each wanted the sttorney fecs,

Quite naturally thers wus a lively janele
whon the matter was referred to the court,
Holton insisted that his cases should be
heard before those of the temperance aili-
ance attorney, especially where defaults
wereentored, us he had filed the fiest papers.
In reply to this the opposition urged that the
cases in which Lundstrom had originally
been the plaintiff had been supplemented by
others in which Gray was plaintiff, and that
in the meantime Sims hud arrived on the
fleid with his soits. It was decided w give
Attorney Bolton until yesterduy to show
whether he or Sims was entitled to the at-
toruey's fecs in the default cases. When the
cases were culled in court yesterday morn-
ing Sims jumped onto ten of the cuses and
rodo off with flying colors, while Bolton was
left disconsolutaly holding the bag.

that Dolton's only object in touching the
cases is to make something out of 1t on the
side, while he (>ims) is the regalurly em-
ployed attorney of the law and order leagne.
These cusos occupied the attention of the
court the greatar part of the day,
